"Washington. (AP) Major AM Radio Shakeup Due? Major dislocations of the present 
commercial AM radio industry in the US may be in store, according.to a report. just 


. released by FCC Commissioner H.T. Fell. The report, result of a seven month study, 


recommended that US AM radio stations (those received on most transistor and car 
radios) shift to the FM portion of the spectrum by 1972 in order to avoid increased 
interference from powerful AM stations in Cuba, Canada, and Mexico. These new foreign 
stations, reportedly operating in open violation of the 1937 NARBA Treaty which 

_ protects US broadcasting interests, are currently interfering severely with reception 
of many US stations in wide areas of the country, says Commissioner Fell. 

One obvious solution to the problem of congestion on the regular AM broadcast 
band is ta wholesale shift to the relatively uncrowded FM band,' the FCC report 
suggests. In order to prevent a major disruption of the multi-billion dollar broad- 
cast industry, Commissioner Fell says that the proposed changes will not be effective 
until at least 1972. Qne point unanimously agreed upn by the study group was that 
all radio receivers made or imported in the US must be provided with provision for FM’ 
reception by 1969 at the earliest. 

The FCC report further suggested that the loss in capital investment in AM broad- 
cast equipment be amortized by subsidies from a special new Federal agency. Funds are 
to be derived by a program of federally controlled rental of multi-tower AM antennas 
as low-cost public clotheslines as part of the War on Poverty. The study group was 
however unable to decide on a use for single tower AM antennas, the report concludes."

IV. Divisions of the Chinese Broadcasting Hierarchy ie 
(a) Central JKT, The CdKT stations are the foundation of the broadcasting system in 


~’ China. CJKT programs, with the exception of certain domestic minority language trans- 


missions (and possibly those of the Special Taiwan Broadcasting Unit), actually orig- 
dinate in the Central Broadcasting Palace in Peking. The Broadcasting Palace reportedly 
contains 24 studios, and is the origination point for domestic programs I, II, and Ill, 
the special ‘Capital Service, the Foreign Service, and probably the Taiwan Service. Not 
“all of the stations listed as CJKT are actually transmitting from the Peking area, 
even though’ almost all CJKT programming originates there. Stations in Shanghai, Canton, 
Tsingtao, and Sinkiang also function as primary CJKT outlets. The CJKT stations 
generally make use of the highest powered transmitters available, and thus these stat- 
ions are the most commonly heard in North America. The call-sign "Radio Peking" is 
~~ used only for Foreign Service transmissions; all internal broadcasts are identified 
by "e-= JKT" call-signs. - 
(b) Provincial JKT. The Provincial JKT station for each province or region is usually 
, located in the corresponding administrative capital. These stations are generally 
medium to high powered. (e.g., the Kuanghsi PJKT station on 835 is 150 kw) and "can be 
received in most parts of Hong Kong and Taiwan", according to one well qualified 
source. These provincial stations are a very important source of monitored information 
for Western China-watchers because of the ease of reception and the ‘fact that the 
programming of these Provincial JKT stations is under partial control of the local 
Provineial party organizations (see organization chart). These stations frequently 
quote from local newspapers which must otherwise be smuggled out to the West. Certain 
minority language domestic programs are originated by Provincial JKT stations. 
(c) Municipal JKT. Except for the Capital Service, and the Municipal stations in 
Shanghai and Canton, Municipal JKT stations are quite low-powered, a few kilowatts at 
most. These stations tend to be concentrated on municipal graveyard channels such as 
1050 and 1270. : i e 
(a) Other JKT Stations. Below the Municipal level, the Rediffusion system usually 
comes into play. But, in a few remote areas, the authorities had difficulty stringing 
telephone or audio lines for the Rediffusion system. One small county (Hsien) in 
Chiangsu established the first county station in all of China in 1958, according to a 
press report in that year. This was in a swampy area that could not be served easily 
via wired network, so a 100 watt transmitter was build for a reported cost of 900Y : 
($300), and supposedly serves almost a million people. A small region in the mountains

(ce) Monitor System. Because of shortages of equipment and personnel, Mao had no choice 
but to make the most of the inadequate broadcasting system that he had inherited in 
1949, His first effort was immediately after the end of the revolution. In March, 1950 
the Central government established the now dofunct Information Administration. The 
TA called the "Peoples! Conference of Information Workers" in March and April, 1950, 
and: subsequently issued a Directive entitled, "Decisions of the Establishment of a 
Radio Broadcasting Monitoring Network't. This directive called for all government 
offices, mass organizations, and armed forces units to establish what were called 
Radio Monitoring teams. To quote the original directive, 

_ “The duties of the Monitors are to\listen to and take down news, political instruct 
ions, and other important content broadcast by the Central and Provincial JKT. The 
monitors should introduce and announce the programs broadcast by the stations 
mentioned above, and organize the local people to listen to important programs 
(such as lectures by government leaders and special lectures on social science). 
The county and municipal government and the local Peoples Educational Bureaus 
should circulate the news, instructions, ahd other important contents taken down 
by the monitors through small newspapers, wall newspapers, or small news 
bulletins". : 
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These To emie ane iconetsted: of several persons, one of whom had to be a 
party member. In 1951, a second directive expanded the monitor network to cover 
factories and mines. The monitoring teams reportedly listened around the clock. During 
the Korean War, troops on the front were treated to news "broadcasts" provided by | 
broadcast Monitors through paper megaphones. The monitor system apparently reached its 
peak in about 1958, when more than 70,000 monitoring teams were in action. One gets 
the impression that even from the beginning, the Monitor system was meant only as a 
stop-gap measure. Concurrent with the expansion of the Monitor was an expansion of 
the Rediffusion system, which would eventually replace it in all but a few minority 
regions. In these areas the Monitor system is still under expansion. 

(f) Rediffusion (Wired) System. If the CJKT stations are the head of the Chinese 
broadeasting system, then the Rediffusion stations aro its feet. China is basically 
an agricultural nation, and Mao placed great emphasis on communicating to the masses 
from the earliest days. The Rediffusion system was designed to provide the first 
effective common unifying force in China's long history. The basic unit of the Rediff- 
usion system is the Rediffusion operator, a highly trusted party cadre in charge of. 

a powerful audio amplifier connected'to a number of loudspeakers via. audio lines. This 
audio amplifier ; is fed either by audio programming from Municipal. stations via phone 
lines, or, in Some cases by audio picked. up via special ("communications" - see 
section on Transmitters and Receivers) receivers tuned to JKT stations. Many of these 
audio installations, ("'Rediffusion stations") have provisions for local microphone 
inputs, and local rediffusion operators are required to announce and-comment on 
programs coming down the JKT line in much the same fashion as the broadcast Monitors 
were. The present Mainland regime is more willing to release information on the 
Rediffusion system than on any other aspect of the national broadcasting system. in 
1949, there were 8 Rediffusion stations operating a total of 500 loudspeakers. By 
1964, there were supposedly upwards of 13,000 Rediffusion stations feeding more than 
6 million loudspeakers in all parts of China. In at least some rural areas, peasants 
can rent Rediffusion loudspeakers for a small fee, eg, SY ($2.10) a year in Northern 
Shensi in 1963. In October, 1964, a series of special conferences were held to study 
ways of expanding the Rediffusion system in outlying districts, according to a broad- 
cast on Changchun JKT. This mood spread rapidly; the importance of the wired system 
Was again stressed at conferences in Hopei and Iiaoning, according to another broad- 
cast from Tientsin JKT on December 18th of that year. It is reasonable to assume 

that this rapid expansion of the Rediffusion system continued at least until the 
present disorders began to erupt. The Rediffusion system has been especially valuable 
to the Central regime’in reaching the various minority language groups in China. 
Attractive as the wired system seemed to the Peking government at first, the present 
disruptions point up a serious flaw in this scheme - its dependence on the use of 
telephone lines to relay audio programming. As early as 1960, a surprising number of 
items began to appear’in the Mainland press concerning the interference caused to, — 
regular telephone service by the rapidly expanding wired radio network. At times, 
local operators flatly refused to relay Rediffusion audio through the local telephone 
switchboards! The telephone system in China has long been neglected - it was report- 
edly not until 1963 that phones in all Provincial capitals could be connected simul- 
taneously. In 1957 there were supposedly only 180,000 miles of internal phone lines 
in the entire country, with only 700,000 connections possible. The profound disrupt-~ 
ion of the national communications system associated with the "Cultural Revolution" 
is due in no small part to this over=-reliance on tie telephone system for wired 
broadcast purposes. 


V. Broadcasting for Internal Minorities. 


China traditionally has been composed of large numbers of distinct ethnic groups 
bound only by accidents of history and geography. In order to communicate to the 
traditionally fractious minority groups and thus hasten their cultural assimilation, 
the Central regime has embarked on a program of domestic minority language services. 
At the present time, there are about 50 major minority groups in China with a combined 
population of roughly 40 million. 
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The important minority groups ‘in China are:

In order. of “importance (in vecsaeactine time), the most important minority 
languages are Mongolian, Tibetan, and Uighur. The most important Chinese dialect is 
Cantonesee 


The first Mongolian Rediffusion ‘station was reportedly set up in May, 1958 to 
serve 15 tent dwellers. In addition to relaying the Patou Mongolian Peoples! Station, 
this pioneer station aslo supplied its own local programs on animal husbandry, etc. 
Due to he suécess of this first station, the Peoples Daily reported later that year 
that 500 more such stations were to be built in Mongolia. 


By 1961, many regions of Tibet were reportedly served. by a Rediffusion system in 
the Tibetan language. In that same year, Lhasa and three other cities began classes 
in the Tibetan language for high Chinese officials (about 80 in number). They report- 
edly gathered to listen to a series of special tanguage sessions from the Peoples 
Broadcasting Station in Lhasa. 


In 1963-1965, the Central government conducted an extensive drive to expand the 
wired system to more remote areas, apparently in anticipation of the Third Five Year 
Plan. Earlier Plans and Leaps were thwarted in mo small part by inadequate commun- 

- ication between Peking and the peasant masses. But in arid Sinkiang, the frantic 
_ expansion of the Rediffusion system to the native Vighurs was. based on more immediate 
political pressures. 


VI. Competition with the Soviet Union. 

Members of the minority races in Chinese Sinkiang and Turkestan are currently 
separated from their relatives in Tadjikstan, Kirghiz, and Kazakhstan (all in the 
< Soviet Union) by what amounts to a closed border. These groups, which have tradition- 
‘ ally migrated freely across the present Chinese<Soviet border region, have been the 
‘objects of extensive propaganda efforts from both sides of the border. Persistent 
~ rumors reaching the Western press of armed uprisings in this region are indicative of 
the deep discontent among these races that both sides are attempting to exploit. In . 
September, 1964, the Soviets reportedly transferred much of their jamming attention 
from the VOA to Radio Peking. In December of that year, Radio Peking increased her 
Mongolian language programming to 3 hours a day to counter recent expansion of Moscow? 
Mongolian service. In the December 18, 1965 issue of the Kazak language paper in Alma 
Ata (150 miles from the Chinese border the Soviets announced a planned expansion of 
their broadcasting service in the area. Reportedly the facilities of the Alma Ata 
broadcasting house were to be doubled. This station originates much of the minority 
language programming beamed into Western China. In October, 1965, Radio Peking began 
transmission of Foreign Service programming from an extremely powerful Medium Wave 
station in Western China. The Soviet Union. began oxtensive jamming of this station 
in 1966. One usually reliable source states that this station ener with, two
